In general, it is said at the stores that 
many inquiries have been received from 
the public concerning the parcel post, 
and that they have but little information 
to offer in reply to the questions. ‘It 
should increase the volume of mail order 
business in New England, but whether 
it will or not must remain to seen 
until after it has been working a few 
months.

‘SCHEME for the establishment of 
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EDITORIAL 


Boston, Mass., Monday, December 23, 1912 


PRESIDENT TAFT’S recommendation, in a 
recent message, that members of the cabinet 
be granted the privilege of attending ses- 
sions of the House and Senate hereafter, at 
convenient times, and of answering from the 
floor questions concerning their departments 
of which they had previous notice, borders 
upon but nevertheless does not follow the 
British system. In order to quality, the per- 
son appointed to a British ministerial post 
must, on appointment, go before a constituency and be elected a 
member of Parliament, even though he be a member of that body 
when called to the ministry, or he must be a peer of the realm. A 
member of the British ministry, therefore, is also a member of Par- 
liament and in the enjoyment, practically, of all the privileges apper- 
taining to that office. He may join in debate, and he may vote, at 
his pleasure. 

The constitution of the United States provides that no person 
holding any office under the federal government shall be a member 
of either house during his continuance in office. A cabinet officer 
is a federal government official and is, therefore, excluded from 
membership of the House and Senate. On the other hand, Con- 
gress, not the constitution, created the several departments of the gov- 
ernment and provided for the appointment of.their chiefs, who con- 
stitute the cabinet. Congress has the right, undoubtedly, to invite 
those department chiefs to be present at its sessions, and to instruct 
them to answer such questions from representatives and senators as 
the presiding officer in either house may deem pertinent and in acord- 
ance with good public policy. 

At present when Congress asks for information at the hands 
of one of the department heads, it is necessary to adopt a resolu- 
t:on calling upon the President to call upon the cabinet officer in ques- 
tion to prepare and forward through the President the intormation 
desired. Not long since, a member of the cabinet undertook to 
address Congress directly and succeeded in attracting to himself con- 
siderable criticism by this departure from fustom. It 1s true that 
the constitution is silent upon the right of any official other than the 
President to communicate with Congress. Presumably this matter 
was intentionally left open by the framers of that instrument. Pre- 
sumably, also, having created the cabinet positions, Congress has the 
power to prescribe the duties of the persons who fill them. 

Putting the matter simply, it would be a great convenience to 
Congress, it would mean a great saving of time, and it would make 
for higher efficiency in government, if the cabinet members could be 
present when necessary, privileged or required to answer directly 
questions germane to legislation under discussion. The only objec- 
tion we see to the carrying out of the President's recommendation— 
which, by the way, is not a new one—is that it means another innova- 
tion, and that innovations are always fraught with more or less risk. 
This will hardly appeal with force to a people who are bent upon 
progress without regard to tradition for mere tradition’s sake.

only by Danes but by immigrants from other countries. Enormous 
sums of money find their way to Europe each year and there they 
either maintain dependents or are invested where returning capital- 
ists can find tangible results of their labor as domestic servants or 
toiler’s in construction works. Innumerable letters and newspapers 
sent from America do an educational work in hamlets and villages 
helping to raise standards of living and widen mental horizons. But 
anything’ like formal return of emigrants who have become Amer- 
icans Or joint action in creating a memorial of their double loyalty 
has been left for the Danish-Americans.

The danc- 
ing that is at present receiving wide commendation and hearty 
support among people of refinement and culture is, indeed, a potent 
antidote for the inferior form of dancing referred to, and seems to 
be superseding it. 

Private schools for young women found it necessary some time 
since to include dancing in their curricula, and the task of provid- 
ing capable teachers for this department of training has become 
one of the serious problems of management in those institutions. 
in the effort te meet the demand for skilful instructors schools 
eiven over to teaching dancing have in certain instances become ver- 
itable normal schools for dancing.

Confining ourselves to Canada, and traveling trom east to west, 
we find these interesting figures: Prince Edward Island, with but 
two municipal organizations, expends $32,000 annually on earth 
roads: Nova Scotia, province and counties ci mibined, invests about 
$500,000 annually in highways; New Brunswick spends at present 
$100,000 a vear, but 1s aiming to increase the appropriation ; Ouebec 
has bonded itself for $10,000,000 and with this sum created a fund 
to enable municipalities to borrow money for road improvements. 
‘Three provincial highways aggregating 350 miles in length are being 
constructed, each interested municipality contributing $1000 a nile 
toward the cost. 

Ontario is engaged in the opening and development of an 
imamense territory to the north. ‘This has called for $850,000 for 
road and $250,000 for bridgeconstruction during the present year. 
The original province has long had good roads, but local municipal- 
ities are spending on improvements each year about 1,100,000 days

the wav of its success. Neither should it be forgotten, as this news- 
paper has frequently maintained, that no system of municipal gov- 
efnment, new or old, no matter how good essentially, can be entirely 
successful unless the citizens of the e mmunity in which it 18 opera- 
‘ive give it their earnest support. Notwithstanding all the discounts 
and drawbacks. however, commission rule has proved after trial to 
be acceptable to nearly every community that has adopted it. A 
great majority of the commission-ruled cities and towns could not 
now be induced, for any consideration, to return to the cumbersome, 
costly and generally unsatisfactory system they have discarded. 

There should be greater progress henceforth in the spread of 
commission government for the reason that some states in which 
special charters were formerly necessary have so changed their 
organic law that any desired form of home rule tor their towns and 
cities is now possible through resort simply to the referendum. lt 
‘s not going too far to predict that the number of commission goy- 
erned communities will be doubled within a very tew years.
